Poluts on the Queer.

The following, furnished by m local banker,
may be useful in the deteciion of counterfeit
notes, ot which » number are in in
this oity: All United Btates Treasury notes
issued prior to 1889 were printed on plain bank-
note paper. All issued since, commencing with
the serles of 1569, are printed on fiber paper.
Most of the old Issnes were counterfeited, as
the paper used bad no special distinctive feat.
ure, engraving being mainly relied on by the
Government to prevent imitation. As oumer-
ous counterfeits appeared on the old
issues, the Government was obliged to
adopt, in 1808, a special paper, the distinctive
feature of which was a narrow localized tint of
short blue fiber running the entire length of the
sheet in soch 8 manner as not to lesson iis
strength or interfere with the printicg. When
examined under the microscope these fibers
have the appearance of coarse black hairs of
different lengths and shapes, scattered promis-
cuously, regardless of regularity, over the en.
tire surface, This paper is known asthe Wil-
cox patent. In 188 mnother feature of fiber
pappr was adopted, somewhat similar, with
two silk threads running lengthwise through.
out the note. This is known as the Crase pat-
ent. This paper is still in use The threads
are quite distinct under the microscope, They
cannot be seen in the counterfeits,
